Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Attorney stated that the prior art of Miller did teach a predetermined 
percentage to the amount of dropped frames but not predetermined percentage of destination Als in the multicast 
group reliably received "every" unit in the first unit of work stream in the expected defined order. Through further review 
of the prior art by the Examiner, it is clear that the Attorney's logic is correct and Miller does not teach what is amended 
in the claims. Furthermore, the amendment of the claim language that states, "from the source device to the 
corresponding one of the multiple destination devices" does bring light to the claim language in regards to the 
Response to Arguments made in the Final Office Action dated 03/09/2006 paragraph- 77. With the combination of the 
amendments and the Attorney's insight on Miller, the references as in there current combination are overcome, BUT, 
the newly added claim language will require further search and consideration. 
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
